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DETAILED ACTION 

In response to Amendment filed February 25, 2008 
Reasons for Allowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Claims 2 - 4, 7, 9 - 13 and 16 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because 
it fails to teach or suggest an end piece for attachment to a free end of a measuring tape, 
the end piece comprising an end hook with a support portion formed of a first material 
and a grip portion formed of a second material, wherein the support portion provides a 
keying interface on which the grip portion is moulded, and wherein the keying interface 
comprises at least one concave formation on the support portion in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claims. 

b. Claims 5 - 6 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach or 
suggest an end piece for attachment to a free end of a measuring tape, the end piece 
comprising an end hook with a support portion formed of a first material and a grip 
portion formed of a second material, wherein the support portion provides a keying 
interface on which the grip portion is moulded, wherein the keying interface comprises at 
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least one channel formed in the support portion in combination with the remaining 
limitations of the claims. 

c. Claims 14 - 15 are allowable over the Prior Art of Record because it fails to teach 
or suggest an end piece for attachment to a free end of a measuring tape, the end piece 
comprising an end hook with a support portion formed of a first material and a grip 
portion formed of a second material, wherein the grip portion embraces an end surface or 
edge of the support portion and the support portion provides a keying interface on which 
the grip portion is moulded, and wherein the end hook comprises a forward face and a 
rearward face, at least a portion of the forward and rearward faces formed from the first 
material, and at least a portion of the forward and rearward faces formed from the second 
material in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
